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FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


Cetober 6-1 


The week of October* 5th thru 
llth has been proclaimed as Na- 
tional Fire Prevention Week by the 
National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion. 


The Association has published 
some staggering statistics which 
illustrate the importance of fol- 
lowing fire safety rules and main- 
taining a high level of fire safe- 
ty awareness. Among the statistics 
are the facts that 1,000,000 build- 
ings will burn in the United States 
this year, 300,000 people will be 
“seriously injured in fires and 
12,000 people will die due to fires. 
Most of these fires, according to 
the Association, will be caused by 
people, not things. We can all do 
Our part to prevent accidents that 
may lead to serious injuries and 
loss of lives. 


As a hospital, Special Surgery 
has a unigue responsibility to 
prevent accidents which may result 
in fire. There is more at stake 
in a hospital environment than pro- 
perty or money; lives cannot be 
replaced. 


Here are a few basic safety 
precautions that every employee at 
HSS should follow. 


1. Do not empty hot cigarettes 


into a waste receptacle. 


2. Smoke only in those areas 
designated as smoking areas. 


3. Periodically check elec- 
trical outlets, cords and appli- 
ances for wear; report hazards 
to the Engineering Department. 


4. Turn in an alarm at the 
first sign ofssmoke;or fire. 


5. Learn the location of all 
fire alarms, fire extinguishers 
and exits from the building. 


6. Know your assignment in 
a fire emergency. 


7. Learn to operate extin- 
guishing equipment. 


8. Keep your work area cleans 
and neat. 


9. Know how and when to help 
patients to safety. 


10. Finally, in the event of 
a fire emergency remain calm and 
follow emergency procedures. 


The Hospital is planning to 
conduct special lectures on fire 
safety and prevention during the 
week of October 5th - llth. We 


urge all employees to attend. 
Remember, most fires are caused 
by people, not things. 


REMINDER: 


All on-the-job accidents, no 
matter how minor, must be reported 
to your Supervisor immediately. 
This is necessary to assure that 
you receive appropriate medical 
treatment, as well as, to meet regu- 
lations established by the New York 
State Workmen's Compensation Board. 
Failure to comply with this Hospi- 
tal procedure may jeopardize your 
benefit eligibility and/or result 
in disciplinary action.
